1. Through 3 *• have 

learned of a seating of high Italian Intelligence officers at the 
end of Hovember 1950, in which one of them stated that the. British 
were using their best wm.f\ ~7i* 

operations in Italy, Greece^ and fagaalavia. It ass also Stated 
that, as a result of a recent race ting of the Cona&ttee far Free 
Albania in Athena, at which agreement in. principle was obtained 
fro® the CSoamittee members present, the British printed an enor- 
mous quantity of leaflets which were suoitquently dropped on 
various Albanian cities and towns from several aircraft. Tbs 
■sabers of the Coanittee for Free Albania were allegedly able to 
see the text of the leaflets only after they had been dropped; 
they were completely surprised by the contents of the leaflets, 
inasmuch as the propaganda slant given by the British to the 
attitude of the Committee was quite different In the leaflets 
from that allegedly evinced by the Committee representatives, and 
appeared designed to achieve ends alien to Albanian interests. 
However, since the leaflets had already been dropped, nothing 
could be done about it. 



2. In the meeting of Italian intelligence officers described 
above it was stated that the British move was so decisive and 
serious that there was e danger of partition of Albania, under the 
very eyes of Italy, to her inevitable and grave prejudice. The 
point of view was accordingly expressed that the Italians must 
have timely knowledge of any plans made or considered by the Com- 
mittee tor Free Albania In Italy or abroad which night react to 
the detriment of Italy or to the advantage of other countries con- 
cerned with Albania. 

3. It was stated that operations undertaken thus far to 
determine the activities of the Committee for Free Albania in 
Rome, and especially at the meeting place st Via Livorno 1,2, 
apartment 11, had been unsuccessful. It was therefore felt neceae 
aery to attempt to corrupt a member of the Committee or, barring 
that, to effect a penetration of the Committee headquarters. In 
eny case, it war desired to proceed to the identification of the 
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Aasrioan who parti eipetes ia theJjJeraEittee meetings at tM* apart- 
went, soRetissee vith[^ Jjaad sometimes alone. 

4.^ __\bserves that the information contained 

in paragraph* 1 and 2 above ia firmly believed by responsible 
Italian leaders, parti eularly those in the Foreign Offiae. 



5. In connection with the above it ia aeeentlal that no 
action ha tafcan by OPC which sight have the effeet of oo n p r o a l at a g 
ear penetration of Italian intelligence and thp* not oaly jeopard- 
ise oar relatione with the Italian eervleec bat also pessiblp 
•limine te a valuable aenree of inf erection through vhon vs era sou 
able, to a eartaia degree, to protect the interest* of your Office. 
It is therefore urgently requested that aeae of the above in f urea 
tion be passed to any of your field representatives, ear that any 
other action be taken, without the prior concurrence of this Offioe. 

6. Far our information we should appreciate yew r sows sate 
on the aeeartqr Of the information contained in paragraph* 1 and 
2 above. In addition, we shall be grateful if you will provide 
us with My available samples of leaflets which have been dropped 
over Albania. 
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
